~~ ^of the Americaiit LegiorirPress Association.=On -behalf of-my ^ ^_ 
dedicated Associates in the Federal Bureau of Investigation, who 
haye made these accomplishments possible, I am grateful for 
this recognition, this tribute arid this support. 

Sirice I hive beeri here, I have felt something in 
the atmosphere— the thrill of -patriotic erideavor, of good fellowship, 
of coristructive effort and the dedication of good citizens earnestly 
working for their Nation. 

The American Legion is a great force for good. It 
exemplifies the traditions of our country and is living testimony to 
the spirit of America. 

This national meeting of patriotic men arid women 
should serve as an unmistakable warnings to those cancerous 



o 
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elements at home and abroad -which are conspiring to destroy 
America. Our national vitality has rteyer been stronger. Our 
people are united, as never before, in our determination to preserve 
this Government of justice and freedom under God. "While our national 
survival has ndver faced greater challenges, there have never been 
more courageous patriots so eager to accept those challenges. 

This Nation -would not now have the noblest government 
of individual human dignify yet known were it riot for the gallantry of 
veterans like you of The American Legiori who put country above 
convenience, patriotism above profit arid service above self-interest. 

It is beyond my comprehension that some allegedly 
loyal citizens of our country .should be reluctant to proclaim their 
devotiori to our democratic ideals.

You and your organization have proved yourselves to 
be loyal Americans. You can be proud that you have always been on 
the side of love of God, country and of law and order. 

*W6 need more than ever to rekindle the spirit of 
patriotism. We have long since reached the time when loyal Americans 
must be willing to stand up and be counted. We are living in an era 
when staurich beliefs are needed to conquer the patent lies of communism 
and. the creeping immorality of crime. 
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Fear, defeatism arid cowardice have rio place in the hearts 
arid minds of true Americans. America has always been a larid of great 
champions, produced by the fires of adversity. "We must be real 
champioris of America if we are to defeat our enemies within and without. 

When, a little more than three years ago, I mentioned 
to your National Convention in Atlantic City a Soviet leader named 
Nikita Khrushchev, many throughout the world were still trying to learn 
how to spell his name. But The American Legion and the FBI both knew 
what to expect from this fork-torigued "front man" of communism, who 
piously professes friendship one moment and then so pompously 
pronounces that your grandchildren will live under the heel of communist 
socialism. 

His Hitleresque tirades and harangues have exposed 
him and his cohorts to the entire world as leaders, without conscience,

continue to abuse every privilege available to them. Soviet espionage 
agents attached to the United Nations in New York arid to the Russian 
Embassy in .Washington, D. C.,have avidly acquired books and 
pamphlets, maps and technical journals for their military value to be 
used against these IMted States.^Russian intelligence files are filled 
with aerial photographs of this Nation's cities and its port facilities, 
missile bases arid other strategic areas.

Standing side by side with these specialists in internal 
intrigue are those home-grpwri traitors who call themselves members 
of the Communist Party of America. These fanatical disciples of 
Marxism are eagerly worming their wayirito such fertile fields of 
endeavor as youth, labor, education and racial minorities.

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The diabolical influence of communism on youth was 
manifested this year in communist-inspired riots in Sari Francisco 
where students were duped into disgraceful demonstrations against 
a Congressional committee.

The students of a California college reported findings 
of a study made early this year of television programs in that particular 
area. In one week, '3,696 acts of violence were recorded, including 1,261 
agonizing deaths through shootings, beatings, stabbings and other 
violence.

television violence is quite obvious. Many seriously concerned 
authorities feel that brutality and violence are becoming accepted 
as normal behavior by young impressionable minds; 

The motion picture industry, as well as the television 
industry, owes a tremendous responsibility to the American public.

America can rise no higher than the individuals 
who walk her streets, conduct her business and teach her young and 
make her homes and attend her churches. We must therefore recognize 
individually our responsibility in that respect. 

The challenges of today, though different in nature, are 
no more formidable than those overcome by our founding fathers.

I first became aware of these revolutionary forces while 
serving as a military government officer in, Europe during and after 
World War II. Our mission was to establish governmental structures 
in defeated nations. Before we could effectively perform, we found 
ourselves displaced by so-called civilians representing the Statje 
Department. These men came not as warriors in soldier garb but as 
theorists, sophists, intellectuals, psuedo-intellectuals , and self- 
designated shapers of the destiny ,of man. It was .their purpose to 
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rearrange the relationship of nations so that future wars could not 
occur** Soldiers could not be entrusted with this task because their 
trade was destruction. Permanent peace has always been one of the 
spiritual, inspirations of man and is noble of purpose. Post war 
determinations in the past had not ensured the peace so new 
approaches must be tried. Thus the artisans selected to construct 
this peaceful world-order rushed into the vacuum created in the wake 
of the holocaust of war, and impatiently pushed aside the fighting 
men who had created the giant laboratory in which the new experiment 
would be conducted. The spirit which gave impetus to their efforts 
is contained in the choices of mankind as enumerated by an eminent 
tjiologist and medical scientist when, in commenting on the future, 
lie stated, ."Our science is very young* and its progress is .self- 
accelerating." It. goes faster and faster. So we ja^^ t^ea^y^novL-

At the 
moment it looks like we have chosen the latter road. We are, 
putting much of our labor and ingenuity into creating tools -of 
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destruction of which we have heaped up enough to destroy ourselves. 
We are polluting our atmosphere daily with new radioactivity en-, 
dangering the pool of the human genetic material. Politics are 
still directed by primitive instincts, the desire for expansion, 
and domination of others." 

More than fifteen years have elapsed since the diplomatic 
policy of this country "began its attempt to persuade the nations of 
the world that we should all choose to live together. Yet, it is 
only the military might of the United States of America and her 
allies that keeps an uneasy peace* What a paradox that we must 
continue to depend upon that which we would destroy to prevent our 
own destruction* Perhaps we have miscalculated and it may well be 

that man, the most predatory of all of the animal kingdom, has not

y^t^lVarnVd^to~Tive with himself* Perhaps the pouri ng forth of 

our national wealth to less fortunate nations has created a false 
picture- of United States^opulence and has been classed as an attempt 
to buy friendship or to pay those hations that enter pur camp 
rather than that of the Soviet. Regardless of the interpretation 
placed upon our monetary efforts in behalf of other countries, the 
simple fact 3 is 4hat power politics continues to dominate the world 
scene. Wars have occurred in the past when the balance of power 

shifted too rapidly and yet, today, as new nations are created or 

* 

old nations change leadership, the balance of power is constantly 
realigning. 

The great impediment of the fulfillment of the dream of 
wbrld brotherhood is the determination of communism to destroy 
capitalism. In this atmosphere permanent peace is impossible unless 
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one of the opposing systems is eliminated. While the prevalence 
of communism would mean world slavery, there are far too many pepple 
today who would prefer anything to armed- conflict. They have for- 
gotten that man's history has been one of servitude, and that 
human freedom is the exception rather than the rule. 

Since the end of World War II we have seen the iron 
curtain engulf many nations of the world, and it is a conservative 
estimate that six hundred million people have been added to the 
Soviet bloc since that time. The conquests of the USSR have been 
accomplished without the necessity of directly engaging in an 
aggressive war. On August 24, 193*9, the Soviet Union and Germany 

entered into .a .non-aggression pact* and only the invasion of 

i 

Russia b y Germany brought Russia into the war -o n_ou r^ide^_ If ^ 
^ussia,^as^.t^believes,— isvcapable 
doubtful that she would plunge herself into a hot war of aggression. 
Mfeanwhile, in our eagerness to attain the objective of permanent 
peace, we must be prudent in protecting our national independence 
lest we risk all in a game of international proportions which we 
simply cannot afford to lose. ^ 

\ In our efforts to prove our sincerity to the world, we 

have placed ourselves in the unenviable position of a paragon whose 
slightest untoward action is seized upon* to disprove sincerity. 
* Consequently, we are continuously defending ourselves against 
criticism from sources that cannot possibly understand the complex 
fabric of American democracy. This defensive position works to our 
serious disadvantage and is somewhat unique in today's international 
relationships. It is not inconceivable that we have appeared to

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prostrate ourselves before the world as a mark of sincerity, and 
have thus suffered loss of respect among the more militant and 
realistic. IT IS NOT ESSENTIAL THAT WE BE LIKED, BUT IT IS IMPERATIVE

scene is our avo wed readiness to assist- nations, old and new, in 
self-determination regardless of the result.

EISENHOWER: "...I would like to break 
over on the prerogatives of a chairman and pose one 
concluding question myself, which may involve Lord 
Russell and several members of the panel ♦ It 
seemed to me, when the question of nationalism came 
up, that it was left with the assumption that 
nationalism is evil in itself, and I just don't 
think this is so. It seems to me that true love of 
country, like love of family, can be one of the 
greatest forces for progress in the world. 
Historically^ when we developed allegiance to the 
tribe and then the nation, we- -didn't give up any 
all egianc e_ t o _jthe family.

government is carried to its ultimate, there is no basis for 
criticising the-twb def eat or s^from -^he-State, Department who J^ook = 
up residence in the Soviet Uniono They were merely moving from 
one room in the house to another. It may well be that this, new 
concept of one world has so dilute*! love of country that we hav§ 
produced the type of sentiment that dictated the course of action 
followed by Powers in the U-2 incident where the Nation's welfare 
was relegated to a secondary consideration. Can we survive with 
this type of attitude? Have we produced a generation of "fat c^ts 
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that are strangers to economic stress or personal discomfort and 
whose worship of materialism has created a philosophy of comfort 
at* all costs and peace at any price? These are the questions that 
must be answered in evaluating our Nation's future. 

During the coming year* The American Legion has an 
opportunity to contribute to the salvation of a free America "by 
dedicating the strength of this organization to the restoration of 
discipline at home and respect abroad* Through the established 

programs devoted to the youth of our country we can continue to

teach the responsibilities of citizenship and to combat the 
deterioration of discipline. Greater emphasis upon the necessity 
of maintaining law and order as a requisite to national survival

In the field of international Blfe^s^^^^^^^^^^ 0 ^^ 
can provide the leadership necessary to restore the respect to which 
this country is entitled among the family of nations. While we 
stand ready to take every appropriate step in the accomplishment of 
world peace 9 it must be made clear that this Nation will not 
sacrifice its freedom on the ^locle of ^international intrigue ._ Our 
sincere efforts to promote peace must be met with equal sincerity. 
Our experience at the Yalta Conf erence Vhere we created the German 
problem and ceded territory and territorial controls to the Soviet 
only to be repaid with a Korea should have convinced us of the 
fallacy in dealing with international gangsters. V/hile we are 
sympathetic to all proper efforts to promote peace, we must resolve 
to: maintain the sovereignty and military strength of the United States 
to the end that our freedoms shall not be imperiled in the process..

The American Legion is opposed to the deletion of the Disclaimer Affida- 
vit section of the .National. Educational Defense Act* We are at a loss to 
understand how a few administrators of a few colleges and universities can 
have veto jpower over wha^ we consider a necessary part of this legislation.

The Army National Guard is currently faced by the provisions of the 
Reserve Officer Personnel Act, Public Law 773, as amended, which became ap- 
plicable to the commissioned officers of the NatjLoAal Guard on 1 July I960.

Army National Guard and Reserve Officers move forward in grade within 
specified periods of time as they are removed from the system. 

Unfortunately, the provisions of ROPA have' a drastic effect upon our 
Permanent Duty Officer Technicians, ^ They ^ are ijxcjuded under ROPA with ail 
other officers and because of their .job specifications, the majority of 
these officers will, be forced .out of the servicje prior to the time they can 
qualify for retirement. Most of these officer^, will be forced out of their 
jobs .prior. to completing seventeen years service j This system is certainly 
unfair to the individual, particularly those whojhave served. with us for some 
time, .and will be prejudicial to the future procurement of personnel of, the 
quality desired.

Ladies and Gentlemen? 

This past year, The American Legion, Department of New Jersey, has been 
engaged in a series of studies relating to the socio-economic circumstances 
as concerns' New Jersey veterans - particularly the, aging veteran (65 years _ 
and over). Our concern in this field of inquiry has been prompted by inti- 
mate experience in handling^ veteran claims at our Legion Office under the 
auspices of "Bill" Grund, known to all of you, I am sure,' as our Director of 
Service Activities o His office is located at the Newark Regional Office of 
the Veterans Administration*, w _ 

While. the physical ailments of the sick and disabled veteran continue 
to present serious problems, needing attention, we find that almost every 
case has a socio-economic complex associated with ito Among,, younger veter- 
ans except in cases of extreme disablement, most of these -problems can be 
overcome with ^some temporary financial aid and an early^restoration to 
physical well-being so as to return to work and earnings* But, among the 
older veterans these problems* are more difficult and continuing, because of 
retirement and fixed income o 

As .concerns the sick and disabled veteran needing hospital care, we 
will shortly make formal request of the Veterans Administration to consider 
the expansion of facilities at the East Orange Hospital in order to in- 
crease the allocation of beds in the surgical, general medical, and neuro- 
logical category* We shall also, ask for expansion of the bed capacity at 
Lyons .Hospital wnere the waiting list continues to mount despite a fine 
record of care which has reduced the required length of time of bed oc- 
cupancies * In other words, improved patient turnover^ We 'will not ^go into 
details in this regard this morning, ^but we shall seek your interest and 
assistance^ when we present a more formal program*. 

Before going into specifics, the following information on the current 
status of New Jersey veterans may^be worthy of consideration as related to 
my disqussipn of legislation in the field of compensation and pension*

NATIONAL COMMANDERS ADVISORY COMMITTEE: 

(1) Considered request from Sargent Shriver for Legion to publicly endorse 
n Peace Corps. ,! Decision made to merely allow the National Commander to issue 
a statement indicating "Peace Corps 11 can be good instrument of diplomacy if 
personnel is screened adequately and the mission carried out in a proper manner. 
The Legion has grave doubts in this regard, however. Motion voted down to have 
the FBI "clear 1 1 Peace Corps personnel. It was necessary to emphatically 
explain the policy in this regard. 

(2) Considered awarding Legion's Distinguished Service Award to Presiden^eimedy 
at annual convention, September, 1961.

The typical Legionnaire doesn't bother his 
head about the Foreign Policy Association 
or the ACLU. Perhaps he never heard of 
them. He goes along with whatever the
